Westerdale Municipal 
| Annual Meeting. 


The annual moeting of the rate- 
payers of the Municipal District of 
Westerdale was held in the Wester- 
dale Community Hall last Satur- 
day, and was attended by a large 
number of interested ratepayers. 
Reeve N.S. Clarke occupied the 
chair. 


The financial statement was list- 


ened to with considerable interest 
and numerous questions were asked 
in connection with the hospital 
work, care of the indigent patients, 
collection of hospital patients ac- 
counts, allotinent of moneys to be 
expended for public works to divis- 
ions and how government grants 
are distributed throughout the 
municipal district. 


The statement showed that more 
than double the number of miles of 
road was built in 1929 than in any 
other year sinee the organisation 
of the district, due largely to earth 
conditions being better for road 
building than usual, also to the fact 
that the council had initiated a bet- 
ter system of road supervision, 
thereby getting more and better 
work done for the money expended. 


Mr. E. Ainsworth, road inspect- 
or, gave a talk on the laying out at 
a system of market or class B roads 
throughout the province, the allot, 
ment of government grants to assist 
in building same andthe conditions 
under which’ municipal districts 
can earn the grants. He pointed 
out that one of the conditions re- 
quired was that the road crews had 
to work under the supervision of 
of a man employed for that pur- 
pose in order to have the roads 
built to standard and at as low a 
cost as possible.

Lying latent in the nature of almost every individual there is one human 
characteristic which comes to full bloom in times of excitement, emergency, 
dr undue stress. It is the tendency to indulge in exaggeration. A crowd 
assembles for some part’cular reason and the average person estimates the 
number at two or three times its actual size, or an accident occurs and the 
report is immediately circulated that the toll of the dead and injured is many 
times greater than the reality. 

So, too, when times are good the impression becomes general that they 
avo better than is really the case, and a “boom” is created, speculation is 
indulged in far beyond what the circumstances warrant, and the end is 
ultimate loss, and in some cases disaster. Here in the West indications in 
year may point to a fairly large and satisfactory crop yield, and the 
inevitable tendency is to make estimates of the yield far in excess of what 
the harvest reveals. 

Turn ng to the other side of the picture, and the same thing will be 
found to be true. A slump occurs in business, the returns of the crop season 

below the average, a degree of unemployment exists, and almost 
mmediately the human tendency to exaggerate comes into play, and every- 
thing is painted in much more somber colors than there is any justification 
for so doing. 


This tendency to undue exaggeration is in evidence in Western Canada 
today to the detriment of the whole country, and to every person resident 
therein. Recognizing the fact that the crop of 1929 was disappointing and 
be'ow the average of many years, coupled with the further fact that the 
burden of the loss has to be borne by certain sections of the country which 
harvested little or no grain, the impression is created of a practically total 
crop failure, and that the country is no good. Such exaggeration ignores 
the splendid returns of former years, and takes no cognizance of the fact 
that, taken on the whole, and year after wear, Western Canada has been 
forging steadily ahead. One swallow does not make a summer, nor does 
one crop shortage, or even failure, condemn a country or provide substantial 
ground for discouragement and depression, any more than one bumper crop 
establishes the fertility of any section or justifies a ‘‘boom” and extravagant 
expenditure. 

At this time the people of Western Canada, in city and country alike, 
may well give consideration to, and base their actions upon, the average 
of conditions. If the grain crop was smaller than usual in 1929, in 1928 it 
was so big that it shattered all records; if the 1929 grain crop fell below 
the average, dairy production, in Saskatchewan, for example, increased by 
thee and one half million pounds, a 30 per cent. increase over 1928. The 
figures of bu'lding construction in the West, last year, established new high 
records; employment was maintained at a high ratio throughout the first 
nine or ten months of the year, and the present slump is only seasonal and 
temporary, with prospects for 1930 just as bright as they were in 1929. 

Let us remember that if the export of agricultural products by 
Canada fell off in the last half of 1929, the grain is still in Canada to be 
transported by our railways and sold by our people, and the results will be 
1elected in the business activity of 1930. Let us he encouraged by the fact 
that the greatest of our great Western enterprises, the Wheat Pool, has 

secessfully contended with a set of the most difficult circumstances. It has 
been put to the test, but with the united support of all Canada's banking 
inst tutions and business and commercial interests generally, it is now quite 
evident that it is winning out in its great fight to protect the nterests of 
Canada's great army of producers. 

It is impossible in this world for any person, country, or corporation, 
to forever move forward, onward and upward, It is inevitable that periods 


recession must interrupt such steady progress. The stock market 
cannot forever go on climbing higher and higher; it must take a drop some 
time. If the pendulum swings too far one way, it must swing back again 


because an equilibrium must be maintained. We cannot always live on the 
varified heights; it becomes necessary at times to descend into the quiet and 
repose of the valleys. 
The position of Canada, and of all Canadian industry, agricutlural, 
inufacturing, commercial, is essentially sound and strong; stronger than 
that of almost any other country in the world. There is no justification for 
any depression, because no cause exists for it. To the extent that it is 
prevalent with some people it is largely a mental condition. Reverses have 
Leen suffered by some people in Canada as in other lands, and occasions arise 
in the life of every one when they meet with a reverse. But a reverse is not 
defeat. Courageously faced it can be turned to victory. ‘

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New Nipawin Bridge Will 
Provide Gateway To Rich 
Area In Northern Saskatchewan 


Faith in Canada’s northern areas } 
of resource becomes reality in the) 
Canadian Pacific bridge now nearing | 
compfetion at N pawin, Saskatch- | 
ewan. Des'gned to take the heaviest | 
locomotives likely to be built, this | 
magn ficent structure, a little more 
than 1,907 feet long, spans the Sas- 
katchewan River, at a point leading | 
from the more definitely agricultural 
section into timber and min‘ng dis- 
tricts of recognized magnitude. It will 
afford ready access to still unexhaust- 
ed farm lands and direct transporta-— 
tion possibilities for those who wll 
explore and develop mineral expanses 
rich in promise. The end of the year 
saw it finished. { 

Among the major operations of the | 
Canadian Pacific Railway for the year | 
1929, the N’pawin Bridge, begun in | 
October, 1928, is one of the exception- 
ally large steel structures in the west. | 
In symetrical spans it connects north | 
and south banks of the Saskatchewan | 
at about 150 feet above water level 
of the river. It provides not only rail- 
road transit calculated for 60,000 
pounds axle load on the engine driv- | 
ers, but is made in double-deck fash- 
ion, with a s’xteen foot highway for 
vehicular traffic on the lower chords, 
designed for fifteen ton loading. 


This steel roadway, built on a creo- 
soted understructure with a two inch 
untreated wearing surface, will carry 
the Saskatchewan Government's 
provincial highway across the river. 
Leg'slative forces co-operated with 
the railway company in relieving a 
situation wh’ch naturally proved a 
hindrance to agricultural develop- 
ment. Hitherto a ferry was required 
to convey travellers and vehicles 
across, a mode of travel full of diffi- 
cully by reason of the steep descents 
to the water level on both banks, a 
particularly serioNs cond tion in win- 
ter. At cach end there is a trestle 
approach connect’ng the bridge road- 
way with the usual highway to the 
river. What this connecting link will 
mean in agriculture settlement and 
progress can scarcely be computed. 

T. C. Macnabb, Engineer of Con- 
struct’on, describes this latest of 
Canadian Pacific br'dge achievements | 
in the west as of deck rivetted truss | 
design with spans 280 feet long. The 
deck plate girders at the north ap- 
proach are supported on steel towers 
each carried on low concrete pedes- | 


tals. The abutments are of concrete 
and the four centre spans consist of 
deck trusses carried on reinforced 
eoncrete piers.

In every part of Alberta 
addresses will be given, stories told, 
films and lantern slides shown. and 
illustrated pamphets distributed, all 
teaching the great lesson that sick- 
ness and suffering and even death may 
be caused by the neglect of the teeth. 
In this work all the philanthropic 
nd service organizations of the com- 
munity are expected to codperate. 
Churches and schools and clubs will 
play a particularly prominent part. 
The public will be shown how they 
may prevent the decay of the teeth 
by eating the right kind of food, bal- 
ancing the diet, and brushing the teeth 
in a regular and systematic way. They 
will be informed about the ills that 
affect the whole body because of dis- 
eased teeth and about the best meas- 
ures to be taken to deal with such 
conditions, 

Nor will the campaign be confined 
to educational work. The mouths of 
all children in the schools will be in- 
spected, in which task every dentist 
will put in two days of his time with- 
out charge,

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DUTIES OF CURLERS 


The Lead, a Lowly Person; Second, a 
Mere Man; Third, a Gentleman; 
Skip, an Ideal Curler 


The following thoughts on curling 
as taken from the Weyburn Review, 
will strike a responsive chord in many 


a loca) bosom—especially this week. 
The writer outlines the duties of the 
various members of a rink. 

The Lead—A Lowly Person—This is 
a very lowly person who throws the 
first pair of rocks. He is supposed to 
thank the Deity once a day in his 
prayers that he even exists, let alone 
being allowed to play at bonspiel time, 
He always addresses the skip as 
“Sir” and the third man as “Mr.” 
This lead person is expected to see 
that the four pairs of rocks belonging 
to his rink are on the ice and cleaned 
five minutes before the game starts. 
He must do no less than 75% of the 
sweeping; he is expected to keep the 
skip fully supplied with cigarettes. 
His curling must be perfect or he is 
blamed for the loss of all games in 
which his rink suffers defeat. He may 
tell the second man what he thinks 
about the skip, but no one clse. After 
many years he becomes a skip if he 
survives the sarcasm of his associates, 

The Second Player—“Mere Man”’— 
This person is but degree removed 
from the lead. He is expected to do 
15% of the sweeping. He also, as the 
lead, is expected to keep the skip 
supplied with cigarettes and the third 
man with matches. He must on all 
occasions get the rock he is to pick 
out, otherwise he is blamed for loss 
of games. 

The Third Player—A Gentleman— 
This gentleman is in a class by him- 
self always. He could skip the rink, 
in fact he always could skip it far 
better than the skip doing the job 
now. He assumes an air of super- 
iority over all leads and seconds and 
of mere condescension to his skip. 
He does the remaining 10% of the 
sweeping, He holds the broom for 
the skip to shoot, and invariably tells 
the skip that he should have tried the 
shot he, the third man, had chosen 
and not the one he, the skip, 
just missed. 


The Skip—The Ideal Curler—He is 
a gentlemanly sportsman who gets up 
the rink, often sacrificing valuable 
time to the interest and entertainment 
of three other curlers who wish to 
play in the bonspiel. He does none 
of the sweeping, he merely holds the 
broom and his own temper while the 
rest of the rink miss the one and 
strain the other. He has to knock out 
shots when he can only see an eye- 
brow. He must draw in to the button, 
He

the next. He must take out four 
rocks with one shot and then lay on 
the button and generally make him- 
self useful, knowing that if he wins 
his rink gets the credit and if he 
loses he alone bears the blame. He 
must have the patience of Job and 
the aggressiveness of Napoleon, must 
never complain or he will be classed 
as a poor sport.—Exchange.
